TLEY (AP) - Water poured 
into the hold of the dilapidated 
Liberty ship LeBaron Russell 
Briggs today and the hulk began 
sinking with its controversial 
load of nerve gas.

scuttling. 
Then 
they 
turned 
wheels on the deck opening sev­ 
en valves deep in the hold of the 
rusting vessel. 
Sea water began flowing in at 
11:45 a rn., EDT. and the slow 
sinking process began. 
• Six-Hour Job 
Navy Capt. A. G. Hamilton, in 
charge of the sinking operation, 
estimated the Briggs would take 
four to six hours to disappear 
beneath the waves and another 
30 minutes to plummet 16.000 
feet to the bottom in the muni­ 
tions disposal area 283 miles 
east of Cape Kennedy. Fla. 
Going down with the World 
War II freighter were 418 con­ 
crete and steel vaults, each con­ 
taining 30 rockets of GB nerve 
gas. a total of 12.540. One coffin 
holds a land mine containing 
highly toxic VX gas. 
Army chemical experts say 
the gas will be neutralized by 
mixing with sea water when it 


escapes and will be harmless 
within hours. 
Court Orders Issued 
Florida Gov. Claude Kirk and 
a group of conservationists tried 
through the courts to halt the 
dumping. The Army contended 
it was necessary to dispose of 
the obsolete gas as soon as pos­ 
sible because it believed some 
of the gas already was leaking 
inside the vaults. This would 
have created a d a n g e r of deto­ 
nation if it seeped into the rock­ 
et propellants. 
Scuttling Begins 
The scuttling operation began 
almost immediately after the 
gas ship arrived at the disposal 
site at 9:30 a.m., EDT, under 
tow by the commercial tug Eliz­ 
abeth Moran. The Briggs had 
left the Sunny Point. N.C., mili­ 
tary port Sunday, accompanied 
by the destroyer escort USS 
Hartley and the Coast Guard 
cutter Mendota. The Hartley ar­ 
rived at the disposal area three 
hours before the Briggs and 
marked the exact burial spot 
with a smoke bomb. 
The eight-man crew of spe­ 
cialists went by small boats 
from the Hartley and the Men­ 
dota to prepare the ship for 
sinking.

Officials declared an epidemic 
last week in this city of 750,000. 
So far. mane than 10,000 have 
been immunized. 
"It is foolhardy for anyone to 
i go beyond a five-year period for 
obtaining his boaster immuniza­ 
tion,” said Dr. William Ross, 
head of the Metropolitan Health 
District. 
The five-year limit for adults 
marked an increassed require­ 
ment, up from the 10-year re­ 
peat booster recommended for 
adults in normal circumstances. 
Ross renewed his call far 
school districts here to require 
diphtheria shots. He said as 
many 
as "two-thirds of the 
school-age children are classi­ 
fied as susceptible to the dis­ 
ease."

An Individual War 


Mankind has been despoiling his environ­ 
ment through littering or polluting ever since 
antiquity — and maybe even before that. 
Archaeologists excavating a Roman city 
buried under lava from Mt. Vesuvius in the first 
century, for instance, found a sign at a cross­ 
roads warning that litterers would be fined or 
subjected to corporal punishment. Visitors to 
William Shakespeare’s birthplace in Stratford, 
England, may see a sign on the wall of one of 
the rooms reporting that “John Shakespeare, the 
poet’s father, was fined for depositing rubbish 
on Henley Street in 1552.” One of the first re­ 
corded actions against litter in the United 
States was an editorial in a Boston newspaper in 
1784 condemning the litter left behind after an 
Independence Day celebration. And so it goes. 
Today, littering and pollution have reached 
staggering proportions in the United States be­ 
cause of the nation’s greatly expanded popula­ 
tion and the tremendous rate of consumption of 
manufactured products. Fortunately, the public 
finally is beginning to show concern over the 
quality of the environment, and positive meas­ 
ures are being taken by aroused citizens to do 
whatever they can to change things. 


Much of this effort has sprung from the or­ 
ganization of groups working toward a better 
environment. Concern, Inc., headquartered in 
Washington, D.C., recently issued a consumer 
guide entitled “Eco-Tips.” It contained a listing 
of things the average shopper can do to reflect 
his concern for environmental quality. 
For example, Concern, Inc., suggests shop­ 
pers should avoid products in containers made of 
polyvinyl chloride (PVC). When these contain­ 
ers are burned, corrosive gases are formed 
which are capable of severely damaging air 
cleaning devices in incinerators. Excessive quan­ 
tities of these gases can damage plants and 
buildings. Some products frequently packaged in 
PVC are shampoos, hand lotions, mouthwashes, 
cooking oils, hair tonics and some alcoholic bev­ 
erages. Concern, Inc., recommends that shop­ 
pers buy these products only in glass containers. 
Throw away containers are among the 
worst weapons in the litterer's arsenal. So Con­ 
cern asks the public to buy soft drinks and beer 
in returnable bottles and to write to companies 
that are practicing recycling of throwaway con­ 
tainers (such as Reynolds and Kaiser Alumi­ 
num), commending them. 


Unwise use of pesticides can destroy the 
environment and threaten human health. Con­ 
cern urges the use of sprays and dusts only when 
obsolutely necessary and the use of mulches, cul­ 
tivation, diversity in planting and manures in 
gardening. Materials that should never be used, 
according to Concern, include dieldrin, endrin, al­ 
drin, toxaphene, heptachlor, DDT, cholordane, 
lindane, mercury, lead and arsenic. (Never pour 
pesticides down drains or into streams or lakes.) 
The increasing quantity of phosphorus en­ 
tering 
waterways 
stimulates 
excess 
algae 
growth, Concern says in “Eco-Tips." When 
large amounts of algae decay, oxygen necessary 
for acquatic life is depleted. 
A study conducted by the Federal Water 
Quality 
Administration 
showed 
that Wish, 
Trend and Diaper Pure had substantially the 
lowest phosphate content out of 23 major pre­ 
soaks, laundry and automatic dishwasher de­ 
tergents. So Concern favors their use or the use 
of soap powder and washing soda. 
One final Eco-Tip: Use much less dishwash­ 
er detergent.

The govemmen program has 
provided summer jobs for 91 deserving high 
school students. In addition 17 college students in 
Gogebic County and 21 in Ontonagon County are 
employed in work-study programs under Com­ 
munity Action Agency supervision. 


Gem Survey, Inc., Lansing, has been given 
a contract to conduct an appraisial program of 
all property in Houghton County for the purpose 
of equalizing assessments and property taxes. 
In Moving for hiring of the Lansing firm by the 
Houghton County Board, Commissioner An­ 
thony Soumis said a “lot of inequities" exist in 
the tax structure, that “some property is not 
even on the tax roils.’’ His motion was approved, 
12 to 2. Cost of the project, estimated at $112,- 
000, is expected to be shared by the county, 
townships and school districts. 


Francis I. Atkinson of Sault Ste. Marie has 
been named director of housing and coordinator 
of conferences by Dr. Kenneth J. Shouldice, 
Lake Superior State College president.

Independents Enliven 
Eastern Senate Races 
By JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 


The election patterns for the 
autumn are taking on a great 
similarity in Virginia, New York, 
and Connecticut. 
In all three of these Eastern 
seaboard states a strong inde­ 
pendent Senatorial candidate is 
in the field against the tradition­ 
al Democratic and Republican 
nominee®. In Virginia the inde­ 
pendent happens to be ex-Demo- 
crat Harry Byrd, a conservative 
who is favored by the polls to 
defeat liberal Democrat George 
Rawlings and liberal Republican 
Ray Garland. In New York, the 
Conservative Party’s Jim Buck­ 
ley, who is campaigning as a 
“Nixon man” against liberal Re­ 
publican Charles Goodell and li­ 
beral Democrat Richard Otting- 
er, has a chance of winning if 
the Left splits its vote evenly be­ 
tween the other candidates And 
in Connecticut, the incumbent 
U. S. Sen. Tom Dodd, a former 
Democrat running this year on 
his own, has suddenly had a 
boost because of the way the Re­ 
publican senatorial primary turn­ 
ed out 
it 
it 
it 
Dodd, though a traditional li­ 
beral when it comes to welfarist 
measures, is setting himself up 
in Connecticut as the strongest 
pro-Nixon senatorial candidate 
on U. S. foreign policy. For all 
practical purposes he is the Jim 
Buckley (or the Harry Byrd) of 
his state. He got a lucky break 
lest week when U. S. Rep. Low­ 
ell Weicker defeated State Sen. 
John Lupton for die Republican 
U. S. Senatorial nod. 
Lupton had campaigned as a 
•‘Nixon man.” Weicker, the Re­ 
publican organization choice, re­ 
sented Lupton’s attempt to push 
him into an anti-Nixon corner, 
but it remains true that Weick­ 
er's opinions on foreign affairs 
have not always gone along with 
those of the White House. 
On such things as the Cooper­ 
ed urch amendment and Cam­ 
bodia, Weiker’s position hasn’t 
differed very marketdly from 
the position of Connecticut’s li­ 
beral Democrats. All of this 
might be neither here nor there 
if Lupton had not made a sur­ 
prisingly good showing against 
Weicker in the primary. Where 
U. S. Rep. Thomas Meskill, a 
conservative who happened to be 
the organization choice for Gov­ 
ernor of Connecticut, won by a 
big margin 
in 
the 
primary 
against State Minority Leader 
Wallace Barnes (the vote was 
93.000 to 38,000), Weicker defeat­ 
ed Lupton by the much smaller 
vote of 76,000 to 50,000. 
This would seem to indicate 
that a good many Republicans 
that will vote for Meskill for 
governor in November may be in 
a mood to desert to Tom Dodd 
<mi the foreign policy issue when 
they pull the Senatorial level-.

Nevertheless, the far 
from negligible right-wing vote 
in 
Connecticut, 
which

issue, will be tempted to vote 
for Dodd simply because he has 
been the U. S. Senate leader in 
opposing Russian imperialism for 
years. 
In addition, Dodd 
has 
his 
strength among the “ethics” of 
Connecticut who have Captive 
Nations backgrounds—the Poles, 
the Czechs, the Hungarians. And 
he has a solid trade union base 
in the “hard hat” section of 
Connecticut labor. Some of this 
vote might have gone to John 


Lupton; it is virtually certain 
that it will weigh the choice be­ 
tween Dodd and Weioker and the 
Democratic

before 
making a final decision.

Dodd’s main drawbacks are fi­ 
nancial. Ironically he is at a 
disadvantage in trying to raise 
gift money, whether through tes­ 
timonial dinners or appeals for 
donations, because af the cen­ 
sure voted by the U. S. Senate 
for his use of testimonial money 
in the past.

LITTLE BUT DO A BIG JOB

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ear­ 
lier this month, a former gov­ 
ernment official pleaded guilty 
with another man to charges of 
embezzling almost $80,000 from 
the estates of dead veterans. 
The two men fell prey to Sey­ 
mour Glanzer, the best oboe 
player in the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
Glanzer is probably the only 
assistant U.S. attorney in the 
country with a degree from the 
prestigious Juilliard School of 
Music in New York. But he long 
ago gave up his woodwinds for 
the law and the result has been 
a rampage against white collar 
crime in the nation’s capital. 
Lot Of Victims 
That sort of crime generally 
falls under the heading of fraud, 
and the victims range from the 
federal government to the city’s 
poor. 
Among Glanzer’s cases: 
—The successful prosecution 
of a prominent Catholic lawyer 
who stole mare than $1.5 million 
from an order of nuns while act­ 
ing as their financial adviser. 
—Convictions of four individu­ 
als in two separate cases on 
mail fraud charges stemming 
from 
schemes to take posses­ 
sion of homes belonging to poor 
Washington residents. 
—Conviction of three men who 
posed as doctors here. 
—And in Glanzer’s most cele­ 
brated case, four persons plead­ 
ed guilty to defrauding the Navy 
on defense contracts for aircraft 
rocket I almoners and siphoning 
some $4 
million into secret 
Swiss bank accounts. That case 
helped 
produce 
legislation 
which would put tighter rein on 
Americans dealing with secret 
foreign bank accounts. 
Speaks With Accent 
Glanzer, 44. who speaks with 
a leftover Bronx accent and 
talks like a runaway machine­ 
gun, feels about such frauds 
much the way a dog feels about 
rabies. 
“The impact of these crimes 
is staggering,” he said. “In one 
home improvement fraud case 
700 poor families were victim­ 
ized. And what about those guys 
posing as doctors? They actual­ 
ly treated people.

Justice Department 
should have specialists to go all 
over the country and work on 
fraud cases and right now the 
Justice Department staff isn’t 
big enough for it.

Milliken Asks 


President For 


Jobless Aid 


WASHINGTON 'AP) — Gov. 
William Milliken met with Pres­ 
ident Nixon for about 45 min­ 
utes Monday to ask for increased 
federal funds to relieve unem­ 
ployment in Michigan. 
According to a spokesman, 
Milliken expects a response “in 
the very near future” to re­ 
quests he made of the Presi­ 
dent. 
/ 
“President Nixon assured me 
he was very sensitive to the 
economic situation in Michigan 
and that he would give the high­ 
est priority to consideration of 
our requests.” Milliken said af­ 
ter the meeting. “He was very 
sympathetic to my request that 
discretionary federal youth man­ 
power training and other pro­ 
grams be triggered in those 
states with the highest unem­ 
ployment.” 
Meeting 
with

and 
Nixon were George Shultz, for­ 
mer secretary of labor now 
presidential 
advisor 
on 
the 
budget and 
manpower; 
and 
Robert Finch, former secretary 
of health, education and wel­ 
fare, now special counsel for 
domestic affairs. 
Milliken specifically requested 
$1.8 million in “Project Main­ 
stream” funds to pay persons 
in small towns and rural areas 
to improve their communities: 
$1.5 million in “New Careers” 
funds to train the poor or un­ 
employed foil' new jobs; and $5 
million above the $4.5 million 
already appropriated for youth 
employment 
projects 
in 
the 
state. 
The governor also discussed 
drug problems with the Presi­ 
dent, including the controversial 
Goose Lake rock festival. At 
Nixon’s suggestion, he visited 
the Justice Department after 
his White house call and spent 
about 30 minutes with Atty. Gen. 
Gen. John Mitchell. There was 
no public statement on their 
conversation.

the President a nationwide pro­ 
gram to establish a clearing­ 
house to register, screen and 
monitor chemicals released into 
the environment. 
The proposal, first made by 
Milliken, has been approved by 
both the Midwestern Governors 
Conference and, more recently, 
the National Governor’s Confer­ 
ence.

Parochiaid, Savings Time 
Issues Studied By Courts 


LANSING (AP* — Legal re­ 
views to decide whether voters 
may pass judgment this fall on 
the controversial issues of paro­ 
chiaid 
and 
Daylight 
Savings 
Time are getting underway in 
Michigan’s two superior courts. 
Thomas E. Brennan, chief jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court, which 
already faces a decision on the 
constitutionality of parochiaid, 
said Monday his court will re­ 
view an earlier Appeals Court 
ruling in favor of a November 
referendum on daylight time. 
Brennan issued an order for 
lawyers involved in the Wolver­ 
ine Golf Club’s suit against Sec­ 
retary of State James M. Hare 
to file briefs by Sept. 14 in the 
“fast time” case. The brief an­ 
nouncement said no oral argu­ 
ments would be heard before the 
court votes in review of the Ap­ 
peals Court decision which struck 
down a constitutional deadline 
for submitting referendum peti­ 
tions. 
An opinion by Chief Appellate 
Judge T. John Lesinski, held the 
Constitution’s deadline of IO days 
before the start of a legislative 
session for submitting ballot pro­ 
posal requests was unfairly re­ 
strictive. 
The Appeals Court, as a result 
ordered election officials to cer­ 
tify the petition signatures and 
plan to place the issue on the 


ballot. 
Brennan’s notice Monday spe­ 
cifically left that order in force 
as a hedge against last-minute 
difficulties should the court rule 
affirmatively. 
By coincidence, Monday also 
was the deadline for initial po­ 
sition briefs in the Supreme 
Court’s review of the constitu­ 
tionality of the $22 million that 
the Legislature voted earlier this 
year in state aid to private and 
parochial schools. 
The 
Appeals Court, 
mean­ 
while, heard arguments on op­ 
posing sides of a related move 
by parochiaid foes seeking to 
put the question on the ballot. 
Ronald L. Dzierbicki, Appeals 
Court clerk, said a decision in 
the case is expected by Sept. 4. 
Erwin Ellman, lawyer for the 
Coimcil Against Parochiaid, con­ 
tended Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kel­ 
ley’s ruling against a parochiaid 
vote contradicted previous ad­ 
vice from Bernard Apol, state 
elections director. 
Kelley held the parochiaid is­ 
sue could not go on the ballot 
because the petitions failed to 
include an example of the pro­ 
posed ballot question. Both elec­ 
tion law and the Constitution re­ 
quire that step. 
Ell man argued that council 
officials meticulously followed 
Apol’s advice in preparing their 


petitions and he said they re­ 
ceived the election bureau’s of­ 
ficial stamp of approval. 
Russell A. Searl, assistant at­ 
torney general for state affairs, 
said the petitions were improp­ 
er 
and 
vague because they 
lacked an exact statement of the 
proposed parochiaid amendment. 
“You can’t tell if this is going 
to take the place or be added to 
existing language of the Consti­ 
tution,” Searl said. He cited Su­ 
preme Court rejection of a 1916 
proposal to add prohibition to the 
State Constitution as an exam­ 
ple of court insistence on giving 
voters the clearest idea possible 
of what they were voting on. 
Searl also said Apol’s approv­ 
al applied only to the form of 
the petition, not to legal impli­ 
cations of the proposal’s con­ 
tent. 
Ellman contended there is a 
legal precedent to protect citi­ 
zens from being whipsawed be­ 
tween conflicting advice and di­ 
rections of bureaucrats at var­ 
ious levels of government. 
“One would think that having 
been assured in the spring, they 
should not have the rug pulled 
out from under them in the 
summertime,” Ellman said. 
The Council Against Parochi­ 
aid includes top officials of sev­ 
eral teacher bargaining unions, 
religious and civil rights groups.

Goose Lake Festival 
Backer Raps Police 


LANSING (AP) — 
Richard 
Songer, the man behind the con- 
trovers<ial Goose Lake Rock Fes­ 
tival, criticized police Monday 
for the way they handled open 
drug sales dinting the event and 
promised a hard-line, self-polic­ 
ing system next time. 
At the same time, Songer said 
he would continue a court fight 
over a second festival, slated 
for one day during the Labor 
Day weekend. 
Park Ordered Closed 
Jackson County Circuit Judge 
John Dalton Monday ordered the 
Goose Lake Park closed pending 
a court hearing later this month 
aa alleged unlawful activities at 
the park during the rock fes­ 
tival. 
Songer told a Senate commit­ 
tee that pushers would find “one 
of the luckiest things that would 
happen would be getting hand­ 
ed over to the State Police.” 
Sheriff’s Department officiails 
and the State Police, he said, 
had told park management to 
“play it cool” during the recent 
festival. “They said ‘don’t wor­ 
ry about it....we’U handle it,’ ” 
he said. 
Songer who testified for about 
one-third of the hearing time, 
said State Police had been given 
190 “chips’’—used by manage­ 
ment instead of tickets which 
might have been copied and 
blackmarketed - to use in their 
undercover work. 
Not Aware Of Drugs 
The genial young Sanger, who 
refused to call himself a pro­ 
moter , said he was not per­ 
sonably aware of the open drug 
sates until midway in the event, 
when he had a chance to walk 
thaO'Ugh the park grounds. 
Songer said he found some 
concessionaires, allowed into the 
park to help with food distribu­ 
tion, were selling wine from ice 
cream carts and “cigarettes” 
from the popcorn wagons. He 
said he ordered them expelled. 
Sheriff 
Charles 
Southworth 
said however, that he had told 
Sanger “he was way off baise if 
he thought we were going to pol­ 
ice his backyard”—the private 
park on Goose Lake, owned by 
Songer. 
Mater Of “Guts” 
Southworth said he would not 
have sent officers into the park 
if there had been 200 available. 
“It’s not a matter of num­ 


bers,” Songer declared. “It’s a 
matter of guts. You’ve got to go 
in there and get them (pushers) 
out.” 
County Prosecutor Bruce Bar­ 
ton pointed out that there was 
no violence during the three- 
day event, despite a crowd he 
estimated as high as 250.000 
Songer said the crowd totaled 
75.000 at peak. 
Barton added that he believed 
the situation was handled “mag­ 
nificently "-except for the drug 
problem. Asked w hy the National 
Guard had not been used to po­ 
lice the festival, Barton 
shot 
back: 
Uprising Feared 
“If we’d sent 
the national 
guard into th ait park, it would 
have made Kent State look like 
a Sunday school picnic.” 
The comments came during a 
six-hour nonstop puhlic hearing 
held by the Senate Committee 
on Health, Social Sendees and 
Retirement. 
Chairman N. Lor­ 
raine Beebe, R-Dearborn, said 
the committee planned no “with- 
hunt.” “Our major interest is 
from a health standpoint,” she 
said. 
“I’m very disturbed at what 
I consider being used,” he said 
“They used me-set me up. You 
try and do something for the 
younger generation 
and 
you 
get kicked im the teeth-used as 
a scapegoat.” 
Pushers Must Go 
Sanger said he believed sales 
could be regulated—^“we’re going 
to escort them (pushers) out and 
how I escort them is my busi­ 
ness’’-but he questioned 
the 
possibility of regulating use of 
marijuana. 
“ft seems a large percentage 
of these kids do smoke these 
cigarettes,” 
he 
said, 
adding 
“ITI bet you 
there is 
some 
being smoked right in this build­ 
ing right now. 
“They’re doing it on street- 
camers all over the nation and 
nothing is being dbne about it.” 
Songer said he would be will­ 
ing to post a bond guaranteeing 
no drugs would be used at a 
future festival “so long as every 
city or school place a bond to 
that effect.” 
Offered Marijuana 
Vincent Stapiey, an attorney 
for the Goose Lake 
Property 
Owners Association, told th e 
committee he attended the fes-
